Fulbright toured Y u ­ 
goslavia this week at the invita 
lion of the Tito government. 
The investigation was started 
last spring after Canada’s salt 
of wheat to Russia and the sub 
sequent sale of privately-owner 
Am erican wheat to the Soviets 
with Export-Import Bank credit 
guarantees. 
The findings could lead the 
Johnson 
Administration 
into 
new |K)licy decisions in the new 
session of Congress. 
In an introduction to a 300- 
page volume of letters received 
from 
125 businessmen 
among 
214 asked for their views, Fu l­ 
bright said 105 favored expan­ 
sion of East-West trade. 
Nine, he said, were opposed. 
and among those who did not 
express an opinion, “ some said 
they looked to the government 
for guidance.”

When Gov. George Romney is inaugurated for his 
second term at Lansing in January lie’ll have a Demo­ 
cratic House and Democratic Senate in the legislature 
to work with. 
This situation has prompted a considerable expres­ 
sion of sympathy for the survivor of the Democratic 
landslide of votes in the Nov. 3 election. 
Citizens fam­ 
iliar with Hie limited power of the governor—to sug­ 
gest legislation and budgeting, to make appointments, 
to veto—and with the law making and appropriating 
powers of the legislature see lots of trouble ahead for 
“Lonesome George.” There have even been expressions 
of doubt that lie can accomplish anything since the loss 
of a Republican legislature. 


But the old pols don’t see it that way. Paul Weber, 
who was secretary to Governor G. Mennen Williams in 
his unprecedented 6 terms in the statehouse, and credit­ 
ed—along with Larry Farrell, Neil Staebler and others— 
in helping Williams to rack up his amamzing tenure, 
thinks Romney will do well in his second term. 
“You have to be pretty irresponsible to do what 
the Republicans did.” suggested Weber (in stymying 
Soapy Williams.) He thinks that the Democrats are 
sending better legislators to Lansing and will continue 
to improve tile quality. 
“And it should be remembered.” said Weber “that 
we won’t have a duplication of what we had when Men­ 
nen Williams was a Democratic governor with a Repub­ 
lican legislature. You’ve got to be dead set against what 
a governor wants to oppose him and they’re in accord. 
All they can do with Romney is raise the ante. 
“They found him pretty invulnerable in the cam­ 
paign. 
It was impossible to work up any major issues. 
The Democrats could say that they had proposed the 
minimum wage act, but Romney could say that they 
never enacted one and that he got one in his adminis­ 
tration.”

TOKYO (AP' — The Chinese 
Communists describe President 
Johnson 
as 
“a 
bloodthirsty 
chieftain of U. S. imperialism 
with his fangs bared” and said 
he is in a “helpless predica­ 
m ent” in South Viet Nam.
